My husband is a veteran and we bought our 
home under the Veterans Administration. My 
husband, after 18 years of marriage, is strung 
out on cocaine. Our mortgage payment is $757 a 
month. I had to put my husband out eight months. 
ago so I've been struggling with the mortgage 
since then. He has run up all of our credit 
getting cash advances so he can su port his hab- 
it. I have not seen him since I put him out and I 
need lower mortgage payments. ‘ 

I've talked to the VA, but they say they can’t 
help me because I’m not a veteran, and the onl: 
way they could help would be if he gets into jail 
and ends up in a hospital. There has to be some 
government office that I can get help from.—Is 
there any place you can think of where I might 
go for assistance?

Answer: As you have understated it so dramat- 
ically,.you do have a.problem-and. the. mortgage— 
Payment is only the tip of this iceberg. No,. the

payments? This is the organization that you'll 
have to approach about refinancing or otherwise 
restructuring your loan, but I can’t really be 
very optimistic on this score in the light of the-~ 
turmoil into which your husband has thrown your 
finances.

Infertility in women 
can be very emotional 


By Robert G, Park, M.D., 
President, The American 
College of Obstetricians 
and Gynecologists 

Infertility is a subject we hear 
a lot about these days. Much of 
what we hear is news of the 
exciting discoveries about the 
causes of infertility and some . 
Solutions to those problems. Yet, 
one thing that has not changed 
about infertility is the emotional 
stress and pain it causes. 

Infertility is a problem for 
both men and women. About 40 
percent of infertility problems 
stem from the man, another 40 
percent from the women, and 10 
to 20 percent are either shared 
problems or the cause is 
unknown. For women, the prob- 
lems are usually related to ovu 
lation or the ability to produce 
an egg; problems With the fallo- 
pian tubes, uterus, cervix, or 
vagina; a problem in producing 
the correct amount of hormones 


or infection. 2 

The causes of infertility in a 
woman are complex. Infertility 
can be related to age (women 35 
or older have less chance of 
becoming pregnant than younger 
women); past or present infec- 
tions caused by sexually trans- 
mitted diseas birth control 
devices such as the IUD; di 
eases such as endometriosis 
(when tissue from the lining of 
the uterus grows on other 
organssuch as the ovaries); pre- 
vious surgery; birth defects, 
such as a misshaped or missing 
uterus; or an imbalanced hor- 
monal system. 

You may not Know that you 
will have problems becoming 
pregrgat until you try to do so. 
If you Ht Use contraception 
during intercourse for one year 
nd do not become pregnant, 
you may wish to talk to your 
doctor about infertility testing. 


Depending on your doctor's 


experience, he er-sho-may wish 
to handle some or all of your 
infertility testing, or may refer 
you on to a specialist. Both you 
and your partner need to be test- 
ed to determine the cause of the 
problem arid what treatment is 
needed. 


«: Depénding on the problem, 
treatment could include using 
drugs to regulate or stimulate 
hormones’ (which produée the 
egg and prepare the uterus for 
childbirth), surgery to repair 
damaged tubes or ovaries or to 
remove scar tissue, or even to 
help nature along with egg or 
embryo transplants (in-vitro fer: 
tilization). 

Diagnosing and treating infer- 
tility problems can be expensive 
and physically and emotionally 
trying. So couples with infertility 
problems must find a physician 
they trust and with whom they 
can work, and above all, keep 
the lines of communication open 
between themselves.

MADISON — After making 
the playoffs in 1987, expectations 
were high for the football Tro- 
jans in 1988.
